Physician calls for legal abortions 

A prominent Montreal physicion said yesterday thot abortions should be legalized 
for pregnancies which endanger the physical heolth of mothers and those which result from 
Incest or rape. 



Speaking during a panel dis- 
cussion on abortions. Dr. George 
Strean said that psychiatric 
grounds for abortion were un- 
acceptable, unless the mother 
were a moron or otherwise men- 
tally deficient. 

As for unwed mothers who 
didn't fit into these categories, 
the chief gynaecologist at the ^ 
Jewish General Hospital main- 
tained "girls should pay the 
price." 

"She knew what she was do- 
ing .. . abortion should not be 
considered free licence for se.x," 
be said. 

Also participating in the panel 
sponsored by the Debating Unio; 
and the Pre-Medical Societ> 
were Father Walter Ilanna; Dr 
G. E. Hcseltine, a psychiatrist; 
and Fred Kaufmann, a laywer. 
Father Hanna categorically re- 
jected all forms of abortion as 
"pre-natal murder." 

"Cod did infuse an immortal 
soul into the unborn cliild." he 
said. A foetus is human. Mental 
reasons for abortion did not 
exist because "psychiatry Is used 
to justify anything." 

Dr. Heselline took issue with 
the latter argument, maintain- 
ing that certain psychoses can 
be passed on by the mother. In 
this case an abortion should be 
performed, he said. 

Father Hanna said that wel- 
fare agencies should take care 
of the psychotic child of a psy- 
chotic mother. 

There was uncertainty and 
vagueness about the law's posi- 



tion on abortions, lawyer Fred 
Kaufmann told the panel. 

While it was a criminal of- 
fense to aid or abet an act of 
abortion, there were certain 
loopholes in the law. 

If the patient dies, a physi- 
cian performing the operation 
will be charged with manslaugli-

ter, Kaufmann said. The layman 
faces a charge of murder. 

But there is a "saving clause" 
which permits a physician to 
abort without fear of prosecu- 
tion if he has to decide between 



saving the life of either the 
mother or unborn child. 

Because of the vagueness In 
this latter consideration, the 
doctors on the panel felt they 
were unprotected. 

Several members of the aud- 
ience asked the panel whether 
a woman could not have an 
abortion of her own free choice. 

Dr. Hcseltine said that one 
cannot depend on the judgment 
of a woman who is three months 
pregnant. Because of stress, their 

opinions often arc impaired, he 
said. But abortions should not 
be the answer for people who 
have made a mistake, he main- 
tained. 

If an abortion has to be done 
it should be performed in an in- 
stitution after consultation be- 
tween the woman, a psychiatrist 
and her doctor, Dr. Strean said. 
But usually the need for an 
abortion should have been pre- 
vented, he said. 

Father Hanna was asked 
whether he would oppose a law 
legalizing abortion. 

"If the majority is in favour 
I would not oppose the law if 
passed," he said, "but I would 
not like it."

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Laval protests 
fake sanctions 

QUEBEC (CUP) - About 50 stu- 
dents from Laval University de- 
monstrated last Wednesday in 
opposition to Britain's hondU 
ing of Rhodesia's unilateral de- 
claration of independence. 

The marchers, mostly African.s, 
accused Britain of applying fake 
economic sanctions against thé 
Smith government and called for 
sterner measures. 

Tliey carried placard.s de- 
nouncing the white Ubodesian 
rosimc. 

.Accompanied by a handlul of 
Quebec students and one Asian, 
the singing and shouting de- 
monstrators mnrchtnl into tin* 
British government oflici- in 
downtown Quebec. Tlu-y wv-ie 
received by David Weill, a British 
representative. 

Spokesmen for tlic studcnt.s, 
speaking alternatively in French 
and Englisli, demanded that rebel 
cliief Ian Smith be arrested. 

After Wcbl assured llieni 
their views would be roluyed to 
. his government, the demonstra- 
tors returned outside where they 
burned Prime .Minister Harold 
Wilson and Smith in effigy be- 
fore returning to the campus. 

Edmonton march 
hits out at UDI 

EDMONTON (CUP) - Forty 
African and Canadian students 
from the University of Alberta 
marched through downtown 
Edmonton November 13 to pro* 
lest the British governmenl't 
indecisive handling of Rhode- 
sia's Unilateral Declaration of 
Independence. 

Tlie marchers carried a strong- 
ly-worded petition criticising the 
British government's policies 
leading to the crisis and terming 
the British reaction to the crisis 
as inadequate and ineffective. 

The petition was presented to 
J. D. G. Walkcr^rash, the British 
information officer and senior 
representative of the British gov- 
ernment in the city. 

While the statement praise* 
some measures Britain has taken, 
it expresses fear that economic 
sanctions arc too lenient and will 
be Ineffective. 

The petition asked the British, 
in the name of liberty and hu- 
manity, to use all means avail- 
able, including force iC necessa- 
ry, to achieve a just conclusion 
to the crisis. 
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Buber's Bible lauded

Dr. Walter Kaufmann yeslerdoy praised Martin 
Buber's translation of the Bible and said that the great 
Jewish scholar's religious views are commonly misinter- 
preted. 

Buber's religion, Dr. Kaufmann stressed, was not narrow 
and pedantic, but full and broadly human. He had great faith 
that truth could ultimately be found in a dialogue between 
men. 

lliG classification of "existentialist' in which modern think- 
ers often place Dubcr with some Justification is not a com- 
pletely valid one, Dr. Kaufmann said. Bubcr disagreed strongly 
with many existentialists and he certainly did not adhere 
dogmatically to any philosophical movement. 

Dr. Kaufmann pointed out Buber's great admbration for 
the simplicity, beauty and moral value of the many Hassidie 
Tales that he transcribed to paper. 

Much of the lecture was devoted to the methods Buber 
used in translating the bible into German. Comparing Buber's 
contributions to those of English translators, Dr. Kaufmann 
said that the latter had failed to capture the atmosphere and 
spirit of the original work. 

Unlilcc his English counterparts, Buber assidiously at- 
tempted to find the exact German words that would convey 
all the overtones of the original Hebrew. Dr. Kaufmann il- 
lustrated the importance of translating rare Hebrew words 
into similarly rare German words as well as using common 
words when the Hebrew words were common. . 

It is because these subtle semantic differences were over- 
loolced in the King James version of the Bible that, although 
it is a great work of art, it is not a great translation. Dr. 
Kaufmann said.

(Continued from poffc 8) 
of Palestinian Students, an Arab 
exile group with headquarters in 
Cairo. Rabinovitch, who later 
read the speech, says Uphoff's 
remarks were "designed to im- 
press the hosts". 

"To the best of my knowledge 
the speech was never released 
to NBA members", he maintains. 
He speculates that NSA feared 
the loss of several member 
schools had the speech been 
published. 

In May, when Uphoff was a 
guest of eus at the union's 
Seminar of International Student 
Affairs In Montreal, he told his 
Canadian audience in answer to 
a question that copies of the 
speech would not be made avail- 
able. 

Students alienated 

Other international observers 
have made the same observation, 
that NSA faces the world but 
rarely looks at its own students. 
Dennis Altman, a past executive 
of the National Union of Aus- 
tralian University Students main- 
tains that NSA does not relate 
closely to its own campuses. 

An observerrat the recent con- 
gress of the Union Générale des 
Etudiants du Québec, he is now 
a student at Cornell University. 
"Most American students arc not 
sure if their school is in NSA 
or not. Nobody in America has 
heard of NSA", Altman says. 

The Chilean student federation 
in an open letter also seized on 
the claim that NSA is out of 
touch with American students 
when it refused an invitation to 
attend the American union's 
congress last summer. 

The Cliilean statement outlines 
the historical phases of United 



States relations with Latin Amer- 
ica. It maintains that President 
Johnson's intervention in the 
Dominican republic marks a re- 
turn to the "big stick" policy of 
earlier days. 

The statement notes with satis- 
faction that NSA has condemned 
U.S. Dominican policy, but con- ■ 
tinues: "We doubt that the Amer- 
ican student movement has a 
true awareness of these problems 
at the grassroots level." ^

Dean Rusk' is no 
ordthar/ mortal; he is equipped, says a 
press spokesman, with "sensitive anten- 
nae", which enable him to tell when 
negotiation offers are sincere or not, even 
when relayed through third parties. No 
messy chicken entrails or unreliable crystal 
balls for the modern statesman; he is wired 
directly into the vibralions of the ether 
with an aerial which retracts for publicity 
pictures. What with Johnson's extra glands 
and missing gall, the White House is be- 
coming the Oth wonder of the world, com- 
parable only with east Disneyland and the 
scientific laboratories of Auschwitz. 

With Johnson's universally acknowledg- 
ed ignorance of the external world, the 
character of Rusk becomes important in 
considering US foreign policy, and in under- 
standing the apparent contrast with domes- 
tic affairs. Anyone who has heard him will

McGHI re: CUS and UGEQ 

During the last week it has become clear that many of us are 

not sure whether or not McGill is a member of UGEQ and/or CUS, 
or of what our status in these orfianizations is. The following are 
the facts : 

the Students' Society is at present a full member of both the 
Canadian Union of Students and l'Union Générale des Etudiants 
du Québec. We have been a member of the CUS for several years 
- and joined UGEQ following negotiations at their recent Congress 
in Quebec City. 

The Students' Council decided to mandate the Executive to 
negotiate membership and to ratify the negotiations later. This 
method is a conventional one. Memberships in external organizations 

• arc never determined by referendum before negotiation because 
a referendum by its very nature would not permit negotiations. 

Legally and constitutionally wc are unconditional members of 
both CÛS and UGEQ. The UGEQ Constitution does not allow mem- 
bers of other unions to join except by permission of the Assembly. 
The UGEQ Executive moved that McGill be admitted and be asked 
to choose between UGEQ and CUS following a moratorium of 10 
months. . 

In ths hope that McGill would not be admitted, several of U of M 
delegates amended the proviso from the resolution so that the 
resolution would permit unconditional membership. They fully 
expected that wc would be excluded on that basis. Instead, wc were 
unconditionally admitted by a vote of 113 to 4. The problem now 
is that the sentiments of many UGEQ people are that we should 
make a choice before the next CUS Congress in September. 

If the Students' Society decides to remain in UGEQ in the com- 
ing referendum, then ' the SC can attempt to secure dual member- 
ship oh a much more secure basis. If wc arc still forced to choose 
between CUS and UGEQ, then a second referendum will be held in 
the Spring. If the Students' Society registers a negative vote in the 
December referendum, however, we will be unable to join UGEQ 
in the future under any conditions according, to our own constitu- 
tion.

know why Arthur M. Schlesinger described 
him (Life, July 30), as "irrevocably convèn- 
tional". Kennedy picked him as Secretary 
after a single conversation, says Schlesinger, 
without knowing him previously. The story 
of how Rusk. left the State Department be- 
fore wasn't mentioned. 

Rusk was Assistant Secretary of State in 
1951. Shortly after Truman had fired Mac- 
Arthur for wanting to enlarge the Korean 
war. Rusk mode a speech sympathetic to 
the views of MocArthur, and opposing 
those of Truman and Bradley. The resulting 
furore caused Rusk to leave to take a job 
with the Rockefeller Foundation at on estim- 
ated salary of $50,000 to $75,000. When 
he returned under Kennedy he continued 
to get severance pay through the Chase 
Manhattan Bank for an unstated period 
of years. No one questioned the propriety 
of the Secretary of State being on the pay- 
roll of the Standard Oil-Rockefeller bonk, 
one of the major bankrollers of the racist 
regime in South Africa, and closely tied 
in with a company with large economic 



Interests all over the world and thus 
financially interested in US foreign policy. 
In the speech Rusk referred to the goyern- 
• ment of China as "a colonial ' Russian 
government", which has to be one of the 
stupidest statements ever made. He remains 
as the chief adviser on China, although at 
least as of Aug. 23rd, on CBS, he didn't 
know the name of the capital. Some of 
his other gems include an article against 
summit conferences and a speech last 
September containing the by now hopelessly 
obsolete^ cliches about monolithic Commun- 
ism. According - to Schlesinger, Kennedy 
plartned to replace Rusk after the 1964 
elections. Under Johnson, however, he 
seems secure, and we can anticipate further 
actions to keep the hemisphere safe for 
Standard Oil, and to save the Vietnamese 
people from the dangers of free elections;

Of Democracy 

Dear Sir, 

I feel that it is again time 
to correct certain misrepresen- 
tations which may be mislead- 
ing to the majority of stu- 
dents. 

The council members who 
walked out of the meeting on 
Slonday night wrote a justi- 
fication for their actions in 
stating their position. This is 
in fact a callous rejection of 
the principle of democracy. 
The arguments for both sides 
were presented to the council 
members and were duly con- 
.sidcred by them before the 
vote was taken, lliat the po- 
sition maintained by these 
four . members was not found 
to be in accordance with the 
majority of the couiicil is the 
normal problem of the min- 
ority in any democracy. To 
then prevent further action on 
the issue which they found 
disagreeable, this part of the 
minority, for there were those 
who- disagreed and stayed, left 
the meeting. This action is 
tantamount to making their 
contentions and their ability 
to make the wisest decision 
■ the tln« qua non for the council 
to continue business. In other 
words, they arc ' saying, "If 
you don't play ball our way, 
we won't play." 

To then give a statement to 
the organ of public informa- 



tion on the campus so they 
may appear to have acted at 
cording to their principles 
simply lends confirmation to 
the above. To disrupt the de- 
mocratic process because one 
is a disagreeing minority is to 
open the door for anarchy. It 
brings up two questions which 
merit consideration. 

. Is there any way to disci- 
pline members who violate the 
democratic principles under 
which they were 'elected? And 
is there any way in which such 
irresponsible action may be 
prevented from happening 
again in the future? It b indeed 
unfortunate that one must 
even think of using some 
authoritarian principle to en- 
force democracy, but there 
has been an adequate demons- 
tration by these four people 
that one may not rely on the 
good faith of the council mem- 
bers. For the protection of the 
student and to ensure their 
adequate representation, some 
measures must be comtemplat- 
ed. If further positive proof 
of the questionable faith of 
the members who signed' the 
"comment" it is to be found 
in the wording of the docu- 
ment, e.g. "ram through." 

I feel that ^hese points 
should be brought to the atten- 
tion of the campus and per- 
haps even of the members of 
the council who walked out. 
Were it not so naive, I would 
suggest that perhaps these 
council members acted in 
ignorance of the consequences 
of their action.

Formula 
For Anarchy 

Dear Sir, 

In response to the letter of 
future Drs. PniewsUy, Rosen, 
and Ruby, I can only find in it 
a formula for anarchy. Mem- 
bership in the Student's Society 
mislit be likened to a national 
citizenship. (I recognize the 
flaw in the analogy in that one 
docs not automatically become 
a citizen upon entry from 
another country, but this will 
not invalidate the remainder of 
the comparison.) The citizen 
pays taxes as we pay Student 
Society fees; and tlie citizen 
elects iiis leaders liy deniucratic 
process as we elect curs. From 
this point on, the citizen has no 
direct control, but trusts to the 
decisions of those leaders, 
which decisions do not always 
represent "the majority opi- 
nion" i.e. the opinion of the 
people who vcted for the par- 
ticular government. One need 
'on'.y look at the present British 
leadership as an e.^ample. Fur- 
llicr, wlicn the government 
malies a decision, it is issued in 
■ the name of the country — 
'.'Canada lupporls . . .", "The 



If you ask most people why 
John Kennedy was great they 
will say because of his "style". 
It is style, they will say, that 
most separates Kennedy from 
Lyndon Johnson; his youth, his 
vigour, his wit, his almost movie- 
star quality were his great con- 
tribution, intangible as that con- 
tribution may have been. 

That his style made his Pre- 
sidency unique in American his- 
tory is beyond question; it ae- 
counts, perhaps, for the fact that 
the death of no other public fi- 
gure could have had the direct, 
personal impact of his assassina- 

U.S. rejects..."; it is unders- 
tood that this decs not neces- 
sarily, moreover could not pos- 
sibly represent the opinion of 
every Canadian or of every 
American. However, withhold- 
ing of taxes, or burning of draft 
cards, in protest, results only in 
judicial action against the pro- 
testor. If an executive decision 
be judged contrary to majority 
feeling, protest must be initial- 
ed l)y the representative body, 
in this case the S.C., in the form 
of a non-confidence vote, and 
from there, carried to the 
people for ratification. 

I make no comment on the 
validity of these medical stu- 
dents' objections, although they 
must admit that the publication 
of the objections does belie 
their accusation of "no freedom 
of individual expression". I 
comment rather on their pro- 
posal that we withdraw Stu- 
dent's Society fees which is im- 
plied by saying that "member- 
ship in liic Student's Society 
must be made completely vo- 
luntary". Certainly they have 
chosen a feeble and childish 
ferm of protest. 



tion and for the memorial serv- 
ices and informal tributes held 
around the world Monday. But 
any claim to greatness cannot 
rest on something that is no more 
than a fond memory two years 
later; Lincoln's achievements, 
after all, still have their effect 
on tiic United States and on the 
world after one hundred years. 

On November 22, 10G3, one 
could point to few positive ac- 
complishments of the Kennedy 
administration, few concrete 
dianges that had come about 
because of Kennedy actions. But 
there were beginnings. 

On November 24, 1065, his test- 
ban treaty has not been broken; 
improved American relations 
with the Soviet Union and Eas- 
tern Europe appear likely to sur- 
vive the war in Viet Nam; his 
civil rights bill and a sequel are 
law; medical care for the aged is 
law; his tax cut is law. The be- 
ginnings have, in time, become 
achievements. 

In any other country, at any 
other time, in any other context, 
he would have been a moderate, 
an enlightened conservative. 
But in the United States in the 
lOGOs, he was a radical, and it 
his style has been completely 
replaced by the Johnson style, if 
American foreign policy makers 
have learned nothing since John 
Foster Dulles, the substance of 
American politics has changed. 
Another Eisenhower is no more 
possible after Kctmcdy than 
another Coolidgc would have 
been possible after Roosevelt. 



UGEQ performs 
international role 



Last November 13, the Inter- 
national Affairs Commission of 
UGEQ met at l'Université do 
Montréal to reconsider the re- 
solutions it had adopted at 
Quebec and intended to pre- 
sent to its Comité de Coordina- 
tion. The decisions at that 
meeting revealed some very 
significant things about UGEQ- 
and her character. 

At Quebec, a resolution was 
adopted that called for UGEQ to 
offer her hospitality to American 
youth who wished to leave the 
country to avoid the draft. This 
resolution, one in a series on 
Viet Nam, was rc-discusscd and 
unanimously rejected. 

Another of the Viet Nam re- 
solutions called for UGEQ to 
sponsor demonstrations against 
the American government in the 
near future. This resolution was- 
scrapped in favour of a proposal 
calling for a Quebec-wide pro- 
gramme in international affairs. 

This change by UGEQ towardi 
more practical and constructive 
steps in its international, affairs 
programme Is quite a significant 
change. Similarly the Canadian 
tUnion of Students has taken a 
strong position on Vict Nam. 
eus has condemned our journa- 
lists for distorting the news and 
has arranged to send a student 
journalist to Viet Nain. CUS has 
loudly condemned Canada's tacit 
acceptance of American policies 
in South-East Asia. 

Moral obligation 
UGEQ feels that students have 
a particular role to play on the 
international scene. As citizens, 
students have a moral obligation 
to concern themselves with the 
problems of the world. This po- 
sition is not significantly dif- 
ferent from that of CUS, or na- 
tional student bodies in other 
countries. 

UGEQ's approach to certain 
questions is rather similar to 
McGill's position, particularly 
with respect to education in in- 
ternational affairs. The program- 
me envisioned by; UGEQ consists 
primarily of encouraging Quebec 
students to initiate their own 
seminars and study groups. 



UGEQ hopes to sponsor larga 
regional seminars on internatio- 
nal affairs. To facilitate the pro- 
grammes on local campuses. 
UGEQ is going to start an inter- 
national affairs library to pro- 
vide books, films and a speakers 
pool. 

The International Affairs Com- 
mission condemned the apartheid 
policies of the Vcrwoerd regime 
in South Africa and resolved to 
establish in conjunction with 
CUS a national campaign to 
effect an economic boycott of 
South Africa by Canada. The 
commission also condemned tho 
dictatorships , in Latin America 
and the United States' support 
for these dictatorships. Portu- 
gal's colonialist policies in Africa, 
Rhodesia's Unilateral Declaration 
of Independence, and the denial 
of civil rights in the southern 
United States came under the 
scrutiny of the commission. 
Moscow-US links 

Significantly, UGEQ has decid- 
ed to join bbth the International 
Students - Conference (ISC) and 
the International Union. of Stu- 
dents (lUS). The ISC is Wash-, 
ington-oricnlcd and the lUS is 
Mo-cow-oricntcd. UGEQ refuses 
to enter the cold war and be- 
lieves in one world student bodv. 
For this reason, she intends to 
seek identical status in bo:i\ . r- 
ganisations. In this way s'\e 
avoids cold war entanglements 
and helps to unify the two 
groups. UGEQ argues that the 
more identical the memberships 
of the ISC and lUS become, the 
smallsr the ideological differen- 
ces between them will bc:oine. 
There ore good precedents to 
back up this approach. Other 
countries, notably Chile, have 
dual memberships. 

The meeting of November 13 
of the International Affairs Com- 
mission revealed a desire on tho 
part of ail delegates to design 
- a constructive and practical pro- 
gramme to help Quebec students 
educate themselves on questions 
of international importance.

(D\i Canaiian University Press) 
The United States National Student Association is 
top-dog among the student unions ol tiie Western 
world. Il<: power in the American-financed Inter- 
nati'>nal Student Conference is comparable to that of 
the U.S. eovcmmcnt in NATO. 

Though its actions .arc little known in Canada, its 
extzrnal pn!ici7s can be of considcrsblc importance, 

uspcnir 'y i;i the d:v=lopin.'; countries whirc student 
po'.iti'î a:.' often of immediate national sisnificance. 
Tlic .S wOrO a year international programme of the 
C-ina-'ian Union cf Students, also littls known in 
Criada, comes face to fare with the external policy 
of the Aivcriean union at many points. 

NSA, as it is called, concentrates its energies on 
int;>rpstionaI affairs, rai-ing the bulk of its anndal 
budT^t of several hundred thousand dollars from 
Amcri'sn found.ilinns and even from the American 
govcrnnciit. II co'lccts orly $20,000 from its 287 
member schools each year. 

The P"n:iation rceintly moved its iicadquarters 
from PM'adclphia to \Va3hin3ton. A Washinjton Post 
nrti:lc (;uctcs V:S.\ Prc^irlcnt Phil Sherburne as saying 
the ir.o-e was ma 'e to bring the organisation closer 
to t'.ie O'fiîc of liionomie Opportunity, the Peace 
Corps end the State D^pa^ïm^nt.

association to establish relations with foreign students 
than for the local U.S. embassy. 

NSA, since its foundation, has emphasised inter- 
national affairs a'most to the exclusion of everything 
else. Each year the organisation holds an International 
Student Relations Seminar that brings together student 
leaders from all parts of the U.S. for a nine week 
cram course on the world student scene. 

The main external forum for NSA is the Inter- 
national Student Conference. The ISC, with its Head- 
quarters in Leiden, Ifotland, receives most of its funds 
from the l-'oundation for Youth and Student Affairs 
of New York, also a supporter of NSA. 

NSA has always dominated the ISC since its found- 
ation in 1030, both through its own resources, which 
are enormous relative to those of other national 
unions of students, and through its influence witli 
American foundations. 

Power struggle 

The ISC, of which the Canadian Union of Students 
is a member, struggles for supremacy against its 
rival, the East European dominated International 

Union of Students. The ISC and the lUS witli their 
respective Washington and Moscow lines seek to gain 
the adherence of student unions in the developing 
world. ; 

In recent years NSA has moved to make its leading 
role in the ISC more overt. When NSA was campaign- 
ing last summer to have its pa:t president Ed Gancy 
elected secretary-general of the ISC, a conflict arose 
with the eus representative in the United States. 

Bob Rabinovitchi a graduate of McGill University 
•ndT a post-graduate student in Philadelphia, doubled 
as eus ambassador to NSA'-làst year. As the guest 
of NSA-^t a dinner with two representatives of New 



Zealand's student union, Rabinovitch was asked which 
candidate CUS supported for ISC secretary-general. 

When he replied that the Canadian union favored 
Mr. Garvcy's opponent from India, his hosts consider- 
ed this a direct rebuff. Rabinovitch learned later that 
his action had earned him the label "childlslily anti- 
American" in the U.S. student world. 

The lackeys speak 

Now pcr.5ono «011 grata in Washington student 
circles, Rabinovitch explains the incident as follows: 
"I think NSA acted out of shock and anger that the 
'Canadian lackeys' talked out of turn, and when they 
did talk they chose not to support the big brother's 
line." 

To no one's surprise, Carvey was successful in his 
bid for the top ISC post. Past executives of NSA 
also enjoy several other positions in the higher 
echelons of the ISC, including the editorship of the 
international body's magazine Tiie Stiiitoil. 

Partially as a result of such developments, many 
delegates to the recent CUS congress were concerned 
thai American control was insurmountable within the 
ISC and lliat the body could never attain the stature 
of a true international forum. The Canadian union 
was mandated to sUidy the viability of tlic ISC and 
to reconsider its membership in the organisation. 

While I'.ie power of NS.V internationally is not 
(|uestioned, there appears to be curiously little effort 
made to acquaint American students with its policies. 

"Internationally NSA does not represent Its. schools 
' tit all," says Rabinovitch, currently a CUS consultant 
on education po icy. He claims that last March 
Norman Uphoff, the international affairs vice-president 
of NS^ addressed a 8cmin.ir of the General Union

Prior to the Redmen rood trip to London 
and Guelph last weekend Cooch Dave Copp 
said he hoped his squad could take three 
points from the two gomes. Unfortunately 
Redmen won only one start ond returned 
home with the knowledge that they would 
have to show a vast improvement if they 
entertain any first division hopes in the 
Senior Intercollegiate Hockey League. 

However, there ore two encouraging 
factors that lend optimism for the future. 
The first is that Redmen won a road game.
